The United States, Britain and 
West Germany announced Tues­

The 
fighter-bombers of four Ameri­ 
can and one British air squad­ 
rons also are to be withdrawn. 


RUSS POSSIBILITY 
Although the Soviets are be­ 
lieved to lag in the use of giant 
troop-carrying airplanes, they 
could reciprocate the U.S. move 
by pulling back their troops a 
few miles across the border 
compared with the thousands of 
miles which will separate the 
American troops from Germa­ 
ny. 
This 
geographic 
advantage 
means, U.S. experts say, the 
Soviets could follow the Anglo- 
American example without up­ 
setting the power balance in 
Europe. 
The Soviet Union has an esti­ 
mated 26 divisions outside its 
borders 
in 
central 
Europe. 
Twenty of them with 200,000 
men are in East Germany, four 
with 50,000 men in Hungary and 
two with 25,000 men in Poland.

Reagan refused to see 
him because his schedule was

The doctor said that “ If the 
governor won’t see . . . a 
Californian who happens to be 
black, then he is hastening the 
day 
of 
confrontation 
in the 
streets. If another man is killed, 
specifically another black man. 
the further polarization of the 
races could have disastrous con­ 
sequences.” 


He said if more executions 
take place, his group would go to 
federal court seeking an in- 
vestigation of mental care for 
Death Row inmates, and might 
take other, unspecified action. 


Cobbs and Ramsey, a lawyer, 
charged that psychiatrists at the 
prison are under pressure from 
the state to report that the 
Death Row convicts are men­ 
tally sound to allow execution.

chance meeting in a Manhattan 
bar has led Charles Reno to ask 
the Army to replay the Battle of 
the Little Big Horn and clear j 
the name of a cashiered ances­ 
tor who fought there with Col. 
George A. Custer in the famous 
“ last stand.” 


Reno 
appeared 
before 
the 
Army Board for the Correction 
of Military Records in Washing­ 
ton yesterday to request that it 


restore full rank and honors to 
his great-granduncle. Maj. Mar­ 
cus A. Reno. 


Though cleared by a court of 
inquiry of any blame for the 
m assacre of Custer's forces, the 
major was cashiered four years 
after the battle as a drunkard 
and brawler. The board was 
told this stemmed mainly from 
a political and military contro­ 
versy following the massacre. 


Reno said, the affair was “ a 


skeleton in the family closet, so 
to speak.” down the years. 


Last fall he had a chance 
meeting with George Walton, a 
retired 
Armv 
colonel 
from 


reservation.” Reno recalled 


Instead, the colonel ended up 
staving at the Manhattan motel 
where Reno, a resident of J ack­ 
son Heights. Queens, works as a 
bartender.

Reno was sent across the Lit­ 
tle Big Horn River to attack a 
village.

emerged alive 


Maj. 
Reno's group 
suffered 
heavy casualties but was able to 
hold out until relief arrived two 
days later.

told the board that 
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Reno 
became

unpopular 
figure as a result of a “ big lie” 
which unfairly accused Reno of 
cowardice in failing to come to 
Custer’s aid. 
As a result, the board was 
told, when Reno was later court- 
martialed on charges of brawl­ 
ing and drunkenness—each with 
an incident involving a woman 
—President 
Rutherford 
B. 
Hayes upheld a recommenda­ 
tion that he be dishonorably dis­ 
charged 
The board probably will make 
a recommendation to the secre­ 
tary of the Army on whether to 
restore the major's rank and 
permit the American Legion in

Arrest is admittedly a stop-gap 
solution. Already it is overtaxing 
many law enforcement agencies. 
Orange County, with 1.3 million’ 
residents, has only 12 narcotics 
officers. 
“ We're not even holding our 
own.” laments Sgt. Robert Rob­ 
ert Reed, of the county sheriff's 
narcotics detail. “ The problem is 
getting ahead of us." 
Enforcement problems form a 
spider web. 
“ We're retreating from a firm 
attitude on marijuana and giv­ 
ing users too many breaks." in­ 
sists Matthew M. O'Connor, head 
of Northern California's division 
of the State Bureau of Narcotics 
Enforcement. 
“ We need a more solid ap­ 
proach from the courts.” con­ 
tends Santa Barbara County's 
Sheriff James Webster. 
“ Too 
many of the offenders are get­ 
ting off too easily." 
Detection, particularly of odor­ 
less, colorless LSD, is a thorny 
job. Only recently did Southern 
California's state narcotics divi­ 
sion get a $9.000 analytical unit.

“ The schools are very much 
aware of the problem and they 
police their areas very well. But 
the kids get it elsewhere and in­ 
duce others to try it.” 
Agreeing, Santa Cruz Police 
Chief Geno Pini says: 


“ They get the stuff from other 
users and eventually all users 
are sellers. 
“ A high school group inclined 
this way will, through associa­ 
tion with a little older group, 
start using it and will then 
get their supply. The little older 
group moves up the line to 
the older, as the college age. 
This group is traveling widely 
through the state and into Mex­ 
ico, chief source of marijuana.” 
Imperial County’s new sheriff. 
Raymond B. Rowe, has clamped 
a ban on unaccompanied minors 
crossing the border into Mexico. 
A leading authority on LSD, 
Dr. J. Thomas Ungerleider of 
UCLA, says its user gets a “ mis­ 
sionary” complex; He feels im- 
i pelled to proselytize others. The 
user thus becomes the supplier. 
Underscoring the task of shut­ 
ting off marijuana supplies, San 
Francisco's narcotics chief, Lt. 
Robert Currie, notes that the 
hippies of Haight-Ashbury give 
it away to anyone who can’t af­ 
ford it. 
The parent approach to the 
narcotic problem is complicated 
by barriers of disbelief, disinter­ 
est, lack of knowledge and com­ 
munication. 
“ They refuse to believe their 
Johnny would take the stuff, 
even when you’ve caught the 
child cold,” deplores Sgt. O. M. 
Gray of the San Bernardino 
County sheriff’s office. 
Halfway through a meeting 
which UCLA’s Dr. Ungerleider 
held with upper middle class 
parents, one mother protested 
“ But you don’t mean our kids 
would be involved in something 
like that.” 
Dr. Ungerleider asked a high 
school student in the audience il 
he knew of any LSD users. 
“ Most of the kids know about 
it,” the student replied. “ There's 
a lot of it around.” 
That shook up the parents so 
much. Dr. Ungerleider recalls, 
that “ We had to spend the rest 
of the time in a group therapy 
session.” 
“ The parents are more inter­ 
ested in learning about the drug 
problem but still aren't interest- 
i ed in learning too much about 
their kids,” says District Attor­ 
ney Peter Chang of Santa Cruz 
County. 
“ They still think they can slap 
down a fifth of whisky every 
night and tell Johnnie not to 
smoke pot (marijuana).” 
Roger 
Bacon, 
the 
Madison 
High School teacher in San Die­ 
go who made his own careful 
undercover check of teen-age 
users, has this advice for par­ 
ents: 
“ Know where your teen-age 
child is. Parents watch children 
so well between birth and age 
12. It is the teen-years that are 
most dangerous.” 
The state of California is mak­ 
ing its biggest effort to reach 
the teen-age mind on the prob- j 
lem. About May 15. 
the State 
• Department of Education ex­ 
pects to roll off the presses 
50.000 copies of a carefully com­ 
piled source book on drug abuse 
for teachers and parent-teachcr 
associations. 
The guide of more than 
120 
pages will be rushed to schools 
throughout the state in hopes of 
getting the informative program 
going before summer vacation 
The guide was compiled by 
Patricia J. Hill, department con­ 
sultant in school health educa­ 
tion, and Angela Kitzinger, pro­ 
fessor of health education at 
San Diego State College. More 
than a score of authorities, such 
as Dr. Ungerleider, put together 
the material.

Thus, repeal of the inventory 
tax becom es a m ajor part oi 
the question of property tax 
relief, which also is supported 
by D em ocrats and Republicans 
alike. 


In the tax package iAB 4841 
offered by Assemblyman John 
G. 
Venem an. 
R-Modesto. 
a 
strong point is repeal of the 
inventor>' tax. This proposed 
repeal was a part of the Petris- 
Unruh tax reform bill of 1965. 
which was shelved for further 


study. 


PROPO SALS for repeal oi 
the tax have been made by 
business representatives for a 
good many yea rs, based not 
only on the theory it is an un­ 
la ir tax. but also that it is un­ 
workable and. further, drives 
a goodly amount of business 
out 
of the state each year. 


They have cited warehousing 
as an exam ple, and the growth 
of this business in neighboring 
states- for 
purposes 
of 
tax 
avoidance. 


Speaker of the House Jesse 
M. Unruh has announced sup- 


port for repeal of the tax on t'ne 
part 
of 
the 
President’s 
Ad­ 
visory Commission on Inter­ 
governmental Relations. 


“ BEC A U SE R E P E A L of the 
tax. together with substitution 
of revenue thereby lost to local 
governments, is a m ajor ele­ 
ment of the Veneman tax re­ 
form legislation.” Unruh said. 
“ 1 believe it is important to 
bring the action of the inter­ 
state com m ission to the atten­ 
tion of all Californians. 


“ The tax 
is regressive as 
well as being unfair, in that it 
nearly alw ays is passed on by 
the businessm an to the con­ 
sum er and. since it is assessed 
by iood and drug reta ilers, it 
hits fam ilies of low

does the well-to-do. 
“ Repeal of this business in­ 
ventory tax is one of the m ajor 
reasons 
why 
I

Veneman tax bill this year. It

this factor be not overlooked 
in the current controversy over 
withholding of income taxes.

Cosmonauts Perish?

WASHINGTON - Other So­ 
viet cosmonauts are believed 
to have died in an accident 
closely linked to the Komarov 
tragedy. 


The unannounced second a c­ 
cident reputedly occurred when 
a huge booster m issile blew up 
on the launching pad at Ba iko­ 
nur, 
R ussia 's test center in 
the rem ote plains of Kazakh­ 
stan, 1.200 m iles southeast of 
Moscow. 
Long-range listening devices 
of the National Security Agen­ 
cy monitored frantic m essages 
from Baikonur telling of an ex­ 
plosion 
s h o r t l y 
a fter the 
launching of the ill-fated So- 
yuz I, which crashed killing 
Komarov. 


AT TH E TIM E OF the explo­ 
sion, a manned spa cecra ft with 
several cosmonauts was being 
readied for launching to join 
Soyuz I in what Soviet diplo­ 
m ats had hinted would be a 
spectacular space venture. 
E xa ctly what happened both 
on the ground and in space is 
still not wholly known to U.S. 
intelligence. However, through 
intercepted radio signals from 
Baikonur they learned of the 
unpublicized explosion, reports 
of casualties and of a tem po­ 
rary com munications blackout 
at the space center. 
W hether that failure, which 
could have affected the com ­ 
munications and control link 
between the space center and

with the malfunctioning of Ko­ 
m arov’s spa cecra ft has not yet 
been determ ined. 


IN ADDITION TO the NSA 
intercepts, a dispatch to the 
State Departm ent from a U.S. 
m ilitary 
attache 
in 
Moscow 
indicated a t lea st three cosmo­ 
nauts cannot be accounted for. 
The m essage pointed out that, 
three cosm onauts mentioned in 
Moscow reports a s the likely 
crew for the second spa cecra ft 
did not attend the state funeral 
for Kom arov although all oth­ 
ers did. 
If 
these 
cosm onauts 
were 
alive, 
intelligence 
authorities 
are convinced they would have 
been on hand because of the 
burial’s national significance. 
Also m issing from the funer­ 
al 
was 
Airforce 
Lieutenant 
General Nikolai M anarin, chief 
of the cosm onaut training pro­ 
gram . Before the Soyuz launch 
it was reported he was slated 
to take part in the experim ent 
aboard one of the spacecraft. 


IN TALKING TO m em bers 
of the House and Senate Space 
Committees NASA Administra­ 
tor 
Ja m es 
Webb 
confirmed 
that the Russians are withhold­ 
ing 
information 
about 
the 
space tragedy. 
Asked by a House com m it­ 
teem an whether the Russians 
had 
lost cosm onauts 
in the 
past, Webb replied: 


“ We b e l i e v e they have. 
There have been ground a c ­ 
cidents like our own.” 
As reported in this column 
in February7, details of Rus­ 
sia 's secret space fatalities a re 
highlighted in a Central Intel­ 
ligence Agency report prepar­ 
ed for the White House som e 
time before the Cape Kennedy 
disaster that took the lives of 
the three U.S. astronauts.

Appropriately, 
by the time I had driven the 
few blocks between my office 
and Hafer’s house, clouds had 
blocked out the sun and started 
pouring down a drenching rain. 
The sun came out as I return­ 
ed to my office with the not- 
very-brilliant picture. 


I RISE TO PROTEST against 
a grave semantic injustice that 
threatens to sully the name of 
one of our minority groups, 
and urge all good citizens, 
whether as far right as the 
Ripon Society or as ultracon­ 
servative as the Americans for 
Democratic Action, to close 
ranks and join with me in 
scotching this smear.

FOR “ H IPPIES” has long 
been the affectionate diminu­ 
tive that children have be­ 
stowed on hippopotami, 
a group of immigrants who 
usually reside in our big city 
zoos— ghettos, if you will—and 
whose cleanliness is above re­ 
proach and who have one of 
the lowest crime rates in 
America. 


I HAVE LONG BEEN an 
aficionado of the species. It 
began when I was about five 
and saw my first hippy at the 
Central Park Zoo, and gazed 
at the giant mammal with 
awe. When I asked what it was 
called, the five-syllabled name 
was too much for me and I 
compromised on “ hippy.” 
Though I wTOte no sonnet 
about it, I was as much moved 
by the experience as Keats 
when he first looked into Chap­ 
man's Homer; and there is no 
doubt that it left an indelible 
impression on my psyche. If 
we went to the Park, I insisted 
on seeing the hippies. 


AND, ONLY A FEW years 
later, I won a spelling bee 
when my opponent muffed 
“ hippopotamus,” which I had 
by then fully mastered. 
And at high school, when I 
began taking Greek, I learned 
with infinite satisfaction that 
the strange - sounding name 


meant “ river horse ” If the 
Greeks had a word for it, it 
was the right one. 
In my mind's eye. I saw that 
Greek soldier or traveler in 
Africa, startled at the first 
sight of the unknown creature 
treading water, who so un­ 
erringly christened it “ hippo­ 
potamus.” What else could he 
have called it? 


I DO NOT MAINTAIN the

“ Playboy.” A society which 
presently is ga-ga over Twiggy 
likes its beauty models to
